Chapters 22-27: Takamiya and the Battle Against Weekend: 5-10 

The latter half of the Weekend arc. 

• Takamiya 

Takamiya meets Mr. Mikage in the world dreamed up by the town, and there 
he learns that Mikage was the one who erased his and Kagari’s memories. 
Afterwards, he goes to save Kagari once he wakes up, then makes a deal for his 
life with the White Princess in order to restore everything that was destroyed by 
Weekend. 

Kagari did not sacrifice her own life in place of Takamiya’s. Instead, her goal 
was to return to Takamiya the enormous amount of his magic she used by 
breaking off her contract with him, as she believes that he would be able to 
solve everything using his own power if she did so, even if he didn’t gain more 
power through a deal with the White Princess. You can now tell just how much 
of Takamiya’s magic is being used by Kagari, and perhaps why Kagari 
is so high-powered. 

In the scene toward the end where the town is restored through Takamiya’s 
power, there is a pattern to what isn’t repaired, even when the damage was 
magical in cause. That is due to how damage caused by a Craft power is 
irrepairable. In Volume 3, we see Kagari demolish a mansion, but it is never 
restored to normal. This is because it was destroyed by the White Princess’s 
Firecraft, which also caused Kazane to mistake the damage as the doing of 
another Craft user, Medusa.

• Kagari 

Leaves by herself after Atori, her spy, gives her info about Weekend and her 
hideout. Kagari’s strength depends on her feelings for and tension with 
Takamiya, so she goes to battle while wearing Takamiya’s shirt in order to 
heighten those emotions. It’s entirely done in order to defeat an enemy, not 
because of personal interest. Kasumi often wears Takamiya’s clothes, but that’s 
out of personal interest. 

Kagari once made a deal with the White Princess that gave her the power to 
annul her contract with Takamiya. It was decided that she would use this ability 
if Takamiya’s life was ever in danger. It’s only usable once, so the same thing 
can’t be done again. Annulling a contract means that she will die, a second use 
was never assumed to be possible. The reason that a re-contracting was not im¬ 
mediately carried out was because of the fear that if suddenly performed, 
it would absorb Takamiya’s magic and put his life at risk. 

• Mr. Mikage 

His primary role is to give commentary. And his strength is of an unknown 
quantity. He shows Takamiya the last dream, wrapping it up by telling him to 
come to the science lab. 

• Atori 

The info-gathering Workshop Witch who steals screen time from first-genera¬ 
tion furry-ear Tanpopo. Her partner is supposed to be “foul-mouthed and hot- 
blooded.” Serves the Kagari family, taking orders from Kazane and the Princess. 

• Nietzsche of the Water 

Weekend’s underling and Kasumi’s opponent. Has the ability to use water 
mirror magic to imitate a target, and is completely unrelated to the doppelgang- 
ers that the Furry-ears talk about. She uses a Black MacaRon to duke it out with 
Kasumi’s MacaRon, but she is scattered to dust after facing Medusa, who jumps 
into their fight. 

• Medusa 

Runs into Kasumi’s battle when she sees four of her girls in trouble, single- 
handedly petrifying Weekend’s minion and saving them. Disgusted by how 
weak her girls were at the time, she decides to train them all over again. Missing 
among them is a certain Furry-ear. She wears a suit in this scene because she is 
job-hunting in order to make money while living on the run. While she does a 
good job of disguising her hair and hiding her long-tailed snake, there’s nothing

she can do about the restraints on both of her hands, causing interviewers to 
reject her. Doesn’t even notice Kasumi, who isn’t aware that she was saved by 
her. 

• Kazane Kagari 

Weekend only thinks that Kazane is imprisoned, as it seems that she had the 
ability to freely come and go. Instead she gets Atori to bring her figure-making 
materials and tools. She apparently had an idea of the situation thanks to Atori’s 
status updates during those visits. 

Since she actually regained her strength in about 20 hours, this event would have 
probably ended at a fairly early stage if she had decided to act. However, as she 
had lost once, she decided to let her followers handle the rest and stay quiet for a 
week, just as her enemy dictated. She figured that if Takamiya is captured during 
that time, that’s just how things go. 

• Chronoire Schwarz Six 

The reason Chronoire is normally relaxing around town, waiting for Honoka’s 
seal to be broken, is that she doesn’t want to “remove” Kagari, the very act 
that led to Weekend’s downfall. She seems to have some other goal in mind, 
though... 


♦ Miss Weekend 

♦ Personality 

Will do anything to win. Normally cool and collected, but becomes emotional 
when Takamiya doesn’t die at the end as she had planned, causing her to stab 
him. Becomes upset when the unexpected happens. 

♦ Destruction 

Plants magical bombs—her method of attack—in battlefields beforehand. She 
then links the bombs to switches she holds in order to detonate them remotely. 
In this way, she’s able to use almost all of her magic defensively, rather than on 
offense. As she has placed her magic all around Tougetsu City, she is able to 
fight anywhere in town. Incidentally, when she weaves together a bomb in real 
time, no switch is needed. The magical creatures Weekend creates out of bombs 
when cornered were able to be detonated at will. 
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♦ Regeneration 

An automatic regeneration spell is constantly cast on Weekend that will instan¬ 
taneously heal her whenever she takes damage. However, more time is required 
when heavier damage is taken. This spell consumes a great deal of magic and 
cannot be used at the same time as a magical attack. 

♦ Minions 

While Weekend herself is an old witch, she hates other old witches. For this 
reason, all of her minions are young witches, and she will sometimes pay 
respect even to young enemy witches as part of her unique sense of dignity. 


• Weekend’s Background 
Age unknown. 

Had some involvement with the White Princess when she was still a young and 
inexperienced witch, and was attracted by her incredible power of “Destruction 
and Regeneration,” leading her to follow the same path. While an eager student, 
the amount of magic she held was not particularly great, nor did she have any 
standout talents as compared to other witches, which lead to an unremarkable 
life as a witch. 

As a witch who enjoys battle, she eventually began participating in conflicts 
between regular humans (many witches, including Kazane, Chronoire, fre¬ 
quently disguise themselves among regular soldiers and wander from battlefield 
to battlefield). While she never openly used magic in battle, she gradually began 
research into magic that could be used in warfare, making improvements as she 
polished her skills. 

Weekend then started to use her magic more openly, and began to use a magical 
weapon known as the “Fire of Gehenna” (the prototype for the large magical 
bomb used on Tougetsu City) after one large battle, killing many witches like 
her who fought in hiding. However, she was eventually no longer satisfied with 
harming witches alone. In some cities, heads of Workshops became unable to 
protect their citizens, and it got to the point where her magic began to affect 
regular humans. 

As she continued to kill humans using magic, her power became known to the 
higher-ups in the witch world. They were forced to recognize her unique abili¬ 
ties and had no choice but to send her to Ultima Thule (The End of the World) 
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in accordance with the Witches’ Way, which states that “Those rare few whose 
unique power is enough to change the world must be cut off from the present 
age and be sent to a higher dimension.” 

Ultima Thule is a town at the end of the world where great and powerful witches 
live. There they are given eternal life and are free to study whatever they please 
for the rest of eternity. 

For witches, being sent to Ultima Thule is the absolute highest of honors. It is 
proof that their studies and powers have been recognized, and they will be a 
permanent fixture in witching history as a Grand Witch. 

Witches scramble to receive the limited number of tickets, working tirelessly to 
impress the elites. It is many witches’ ultimate goal to go, as well as their reason 
for studying diligently. Weekend earned it as a result of weaving together the 
Fire of Gehenna. 

However, Weekend rejected this proposal. Only she knows exactly why, but the 
act is heresy among witches. This is because many who desire to become great 
witches grow attached to the world and make it their goal to change it for the 
worse by killing its humans, destroying it, or ruling it. 

These witches are given the title “Witch of the End.” They are stripped of 
everything, including their name and rank, and become hunted by assassins sent 
by the elite. This makes one unable to continue living as a witch. Denigrated 
as “Weekend,” she disappeared, waiting for the opportunity to complete her 
research, as she knew that the next time she acted, she would be caught. 

Decades later, she found the White Princess’s host. She entered Tougetsu City 
and spent a year setting up a Fire of Gehenna, looking for an opportunity to 
execute her plan. Immediately after the Workshop Witches find the Fire of 
Gehenna, the upper ranks ask Kazane, the head of Tougetsu City’s Workshop, 
if she would like to welcome in assassins in order to help apprehend her, but 
Kazane replies, “No.” She knows that only Weekend can undo a Fire of Gehen¬ 
na, and she didn’t want assassins causing chaos in the town. She tells them that 
she will take responsibility for capturing Weekend and forbids them from inter¬ 
fering. After this, other witches are unable to enter Tougetsu City for a number 
of days until the situation is under control and the city has returned to normal. 
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Like Weekend, Kazane is a “Witch of the End,” but she is not wanted due to 
unique circumstances. More about this later at some point in the story. 
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
